w ith th eir revolvers.

said to be the proprietor, and a dozen 
Others w ere arrested. 
T he raid w as a sensational one. Ac­ 
cording to the story told by th* police 
th e place w as cunningly fortified and 
guarded. 
An elaborate system of sig­ 
nals bad to be given by several sen­ 
tries before a wouldbe bettor could 
gain entrance to th e room. 
Pocket 
telephones, 
electric 
buttons, 
“buz­ 
zers,” secret slides and a “m aze” fig­ 
ure in th e story. 
W hen the visitor 
finally satisfied the sentry ho w as all 
right he w as passed along to a room, 
the door of which was im mediately 
bolted.

w ere 
Avo of these 
room s leading directly into the al­ 
leged poolroom and in sumo of the 
enclosures there w ere three or four 
doors to bew ilder an invading party. 
D etective Sergeants K err and Fo­ 
garty, disguised as truck drivers, had 
frequently visited th e place, w here 
they claim to have placed bets on the 
races a t Bennings. 
They w ere there 
w hen D etective Sergeants Vallely and 
Collins dropped through tho ceiling. 
IVallely and Collins, dressed as labor­ 
ers, entered the 
cafe, which is an 
elaborately 
decorated 
one. 
Vallely 
had a crow bar and a sledge ham m er. 
IOach carried a “jimmy." 
They went 
a t once to the rear room. T here they 
arrested the outer sentries and while 
one detective w atched the prisoners 
th e other battered down a door.

w ere holding th e m en inside a t bay 
w ith th eir revolvers. 
W illiam Daily, 
said to bo the proprietor, and a dozen 
o th e rs wore arrested. 
T h e raid was a sensational one. Ac­ 
co rding to the story told by th e polio? 
th e place w as cunningly fortified and 
guarded. 
An elaborate system of sig­ 
n als had to be given by several sen­ 
trie s before a wouldbe b ettor could 
gain e n tra n ce to th e room.

Always give your bual or borne puffer 
the preference. 
Oft these people to subscribe and 
pay.for the puller, lf possible, for they 
will regard it of more value lf tJwy 
pay for It tbau if It is given them. It 
should be sent by the committee to 
such as are unable to pay 
This work should be extended so us 
to Include, lf possible, every family In 
your district, rn* matter what Its poll 
tics. This should Im done as early us 
possible, for political literature, to 
prove effective, should be applied be­ 
fore the heat of Ute campaign. 
Induce the editor of the paper to 
give some attention to Ileal matter 
In your district or precinct. 
You should study the list of speeches 
unit public documents ut the command 
of the committee and compare It with 
the tastes, occupations and conditions 
of your voters and select what, 
your Judgment, is most suitable for 
inch. 
Do not scud too much to any 
one person. 
A large quantity muy 
prove repulsive aud will not lie read.

A party candidate should always be 
In full accord with Ids party princi­ 
ples as you understand them and 
should be scrupulously honest. Ills 
fitness for the position he seek* should 
be unquestioned, and be should lie 
prepared to make a thorough canvass 
L>o not be deceived Into supporting 
for the nomination a mull brilliant Iii 
one particular direction and weak In 
others. Bocuuh. a man is a good law 
yer, without business ability, do not

around man of fair ability makes a bet­ 
ter candidate aud a better public offi­ 
cer titan a brilliant specialist. Avoid 
supporting mere theorists or extrem­ 
e s . A sensible, conservative man of 
good sluudliig is always to be pre­ 
ferred. And, above all things, avoid 
supporting u man too easily influenced 
by others or whose obstinacy readies 
the stage of stubbornness 
H aring mr.de up your mind us to 
whi'U candidates me best, see us 
many of the members of your party iii 
your precinct as you can and ondenvni 
ti* get them to view the subject as you 
do. Call in your helpers iii making the 
poll uml enlist them In the work. Visit 
every house in your precinct if It 
seems necessary and muse up your 
people to the necessity for action. It 
is not only necessary to secure a ma­

Iu selecting 
your managers be careful to find men 
who are dear headed aud who will not 
be alarmed by threats of violence. 
Thus prepared you tun enter upon 
the final struggle with the assurance 
that even should you be defeated you 
will have guiued experience and infor­ 
mation that will bo valuable iii the fu­ 
ture. 
From the foregoing it is not to be 
supposed that you shall lead in the 
contest iu which you are engaged. 
You may be chosen for that ignition, 
hut you arc more likely to be fouisl 
working la the ranks.
